During this period these two Bureau cryptanalysts reviewed work being done 
on Rumanian, Albanian, Bulgarian, Austrian, Hungarian, Greek and Polish 
material.

Approximately twenty-four technicians .re writing on Rumanian codes and 
ciphers at A»$A, under tLe supervision of tlr. ..OOfi'iClT ilA.l;..X30ii. 

The Rumanian traffic falls into the tvlior/ing groups:

The letters ilD previously used to designate short title for Rumanian 
have been changed to CA, apparently because- of possible conflict with the 
designation Ti T J for Russian material. 

In the diplomatic group of the Rumanian natc-rial no current material ic- 
being read bn a sustaining basis. The diplomatic problem is cm? of the use of 
one time pad additives. The only rucccs. I'ul anslyrd: that cari be accompli shod 
must be- based on the re-use. of pad pages either tiu’ough a shortage of pr-.ds cr 
the duplication of identical sheets in different pads. As to tie former, ih. C in 
in the duplication cf pages due to shortages of puds, very recently a group of 
approximately four messages pas cd between i’cl Aviv end Bucharest all using the 
same pad sheets thus setting up nessagss in depth. These mes :& ;cs arc now being 
analyzed for recovery of plain text. Add/, had boon reading traffic passing 
between Bucharest and ..aciiington, J. C, using cipher pads obtained by the Bureau. 
Twenty-nine such pads were passed over to AF3A by the l uruau ru-i seven cf them 
were used successfully by AfSA for deciphering Rumanian text. Tlie last one of 
these seven pads was used approximately September 1/^9 in the 73,000 series.

Tiie SSI dictionary cipiier appears to be an agent cipaer used as it is 
thus far known between Bucnareat and Jtocknolm, Viennr, Tel Aviv, Paris, Buenos 
Aires, Rome, nerne, Berlin and Sofia* Approximately 701 mes-a-os have been 
obtained by AfbA and aeout jO of these nave thus far been decrypted. These 
dictionary cipher messages are transmitted in five-digit groups, and involve 
numerical eubstitution for the paee and word oositiou on the na -e plus a simple 
form of group fractionation. In tne enciphering pro aadure the first three digits 
designate the page number, tiie last two digits snow die word nesition on that 
page. Variants for zero arc uaeu in positions 1 and it of each five-digit group 
and usually are such that airy digit above i>,tiirough /*can represent aero in 
positions 1 or l,. following tiiis substitution a fractionation takes place within 
each group such that tiie first three digits of each five-digit group are cut 
asunder and grouped together at the beginning of the aessare and the last two digits 
o£ each group arc placed togetiier at tiie end of tne ueusago* Additional obstacles 
are placed in tiie cipher message by the use of null groups. Arlington hall 
technicians indicated that there is special interest in tiie dfl agent located in 
Buenos Airea. tic uses tiie regular diplomatic channel and his dictionary cipher 
messages art usually prefixed by several groups of uaen ciphered ROD! code book 
groups wnich spell out tiie ward H dasablanca 1 '.

A third main type of cryptographic procedure used by the SSI .ie a 
group of ciphers w Ich constitute simple variations on cigraphic substitution. 

These arc primarily variations on coordinate types of mono-alphabetic substitu- 
tion Tilth variants, for example, there are several variations on a conventional 
5 *' 5 unit box, 30110 with fifteen coordinate values to indicate rows, three for 
each row, and ten letters to indicate columns, two for each column. Others have 
two variants or each row and column, and sone are 5x5 unit boxes with five 
variant letter coordinates for each row and each column. Some of the substitu- 
tion foxes are ter. units by ten units and so forth. Thus, according to ATSA, 
there arc about seventeen different forms of fi graphic substitution matrices 
for as nary different "out'' stations.

Inscription always begins with the middle matrix and is horizontal, then after 
filling the middle matrix, matrix number 1 and number 3 are filled horizontally. 
Transcription is by one-half direct verticals, that is, by beginning with matrix 
number 1 which is the left-most matrix, the top digraph is taken off of the first 
vertical column then the top digraph from the second colusai, then the third 
column and so on down through the three matrices.

Another group of the Rumanian internal traffic involves tlie DGSP 
(Directorate General Security Police). This is basically columnar with some 
very peculiar and rather useless variations. The current DGbP transposition 
system carries the AF 3 A short title designation DA.R Ad. About twelve messages 
are received daily and about four keys are used per day. The system is primarily 
columnar transposition using matrices varying in width from 21 to 27 units. 
Inscription is by direct horizontals, for transcription, tlie matrix falls into 
four divisions, one each of 5, 6, 7 and 3 to 9 columns, the 3 to 9 units depend- 
ing upon the particular key used. The key appears to be numerical derived fraa 
literal, in four different positions. Each of tlie four divisions within tlie matrix 
has its own key at the top and also a key placed at the bottom of its section in 
reversed order. A dividing line is drawn horizontally tiirough the midtile of the 
matrix, with tlie odd line if any on the top half. Also, one column, the lowest 
•keyed column, in each of the four subsections has an unusual horizontal split cased 
on a separate four-unit key apparently related to the original literal key. This 
provides something of a comb effect operating vertically ratiier than horizontally 
and these four columns nave varying depths as to the point of division from top 
and bottom* Transcription is by alternate verticals proceeding first down key 
number 1 column to tlie dividing line then up key number 1 to the dividing line 
tlsen down number 2 then up 2 and so forth tiirough all four sections* In crypt- 
analysis of tills traffic tiiere is considerable help in the fact that transcription 
takes place witiiin each of tne four subdivisions completely before going: on -co the 
next division.

In general the situation in wio analysis of too iixrianian traffic can 
summarized by statin,?, that in the diplomatic field very little successful &.n» 
if any, can be expected without access to cipher pans. Gerbain internal dx;.r. 
traffic is being read and Ajj'bd is in need of uunanian dictionaries possibly !>< 
used on the GGi agent dictionary ciphers, particularly tie one operating fro.. 
Buenos Aires. Our own observation is offered at t.ds point t.iat i£a'<anian cip. 
shew a more diversified form trial other satellite countries tuns far ecvereu 
furtijer, they show a much stronger German influence, from the acaaemic crypto- 
graphic standpoint, than a fewiet one. iiowever, soviet influence can be 
to take over at any time in the cryptographic systems employe * by iiumaniaii 
authorities.

Approximately t en technicia ns are engaged in work on the Albanian traf 
under the supervision of Albanian cipiiers all seem to be closely 

^^gj-related and they are probably under the strict control of one unit. 
MMH advised that tiiey had previously been reading approximately 90 a of tns 
incoming traffic but now it lias reduced to appropriately 20,-; being read. The 
traffic falls into three or four groups including the diplomatic, the Arsy, the 
ittHtary Attache and certain illicit traffic.

It is by means of tills pattern that the beginning portions of messages are some-

In addition, the AtojniarMirHt, seems to be handling a considerable amount 
of plain text translation* indicated that they were doing oertain

BULGARIAN 


people work in the Bulgarian section under the supervision of 
IWMMMW W The analysis of Bulgarian material falls into four categories: 
diploraatic, Mittary Attache, Military and Police* In addition there is some 
work done on unidentified circuits and a small amount on Air traffic* 

The Bulgarian diplomatic is designated, by the short title 3UDA. Up to 
recently tills Bulgarian diplomatic code material was enciphered code involving a 
simple linear transposition on top of code book values* This is as we knew it in 
the Laboratory and consisted of a repaginated code book in which the column uuabers 
far words appearing on pages, and the top and bottom page numbers changed according 
to odd and even days* The super encipherment consisted of simple linear trans- 
position within each code group. This particular system has not been used since 
November 1949 and has been supplanted by the current system ca ll ed by AFSA by the 
short title BUuA-lla. 

BUQA-lla is the old BUDA code book plus one time pad additives. The 
additives occur on pad pages which have three sections of additives per page, each 
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sec tion nine t , roups td.de by three lines deep. In tin use of these pad sections, 
if iuore than one naif of art' particular section is used to complete a message 
then tiie next iueasage will begin encipherment with the beginning of the next 
section of pad keyst if less than oo« half of a given section, nine groups by 
three lines, ie used up then the following message will begin the keying 
inruediataly after the point where the preceding one ceased, in other words s 
system of trailing. Indicator groups are used to show the point where keying 
is started. The second to last group in a massage is an open key group showing 
tiie point of beginning the encipherment. The very last group in a message sub- 
tracted from the first one gives a serial number and other identifying data 
apparently showing the section of the pad, etc, 

»o learned that Ah., A had obtained a limited number of cipher pad sheets 
picked up somewhere in the area of Cairo or Istanbul, In the analysis thus far 
made of tiiese known Bulgarian keys no delta or generation procedure has been found. 

The overall picture of Bulgarian diplomatic codes ie therefore one of 
very little hope for successful decryptions without access to tha one tine pads 
currently being used. 

The Bulgarian Military Attache traffic which we observed in Arlington 
Ball is traffic passing in the Bur ope an theater. Two systems were described to 
us. Tim first system is known as BULB-1 and this ±3 basically a one step pro- 
gressive substitution system. It has been used in traffic passing between Sofia 
and Paris and Moscow, it has died down considerably and only about four messages 
iiave been handled in 1?>0. This one step progressive alphabet system functions 
with a twenty-nine unit cipher caopcnent - somewhat following the normal alpliabct, 
and a twenty-eight unit mixed alphabet plain component. The cipher component, 
consists of the normal natin alphabet A tiirough Z, excluding the letter "i" as a 
single letter and adding, next to each of the following letters In their normal 
alphabet position a combination with "i" forming tiie two latter combinations, 

"JI", ”KI H , "LI" and M »:I“. The plain component consists of twenty-eight units to 
take care of substitution for cyrillic characters. The twenty-eight elements are 
divided up into four sections of seven letters eacn. These four sections always 
appear in one, two, three, four order but are cyclically permuted within eacn 
section for different messages, and the beginning point of each of the four 7-unit 
cycles is indicated by a four letter k«y given in the indicator gro u p, which also 
gives the initial setting of the components. The Bay used in the Koeeow traffic 
consisted of a one step (key of “2°) encipherment progressing in a clockwise 
direction. Components are held constant, in other words mono-alphabetic, for five 
letters of plain text plus producing a periodicity of 1U5» The Paris traffic used 
one step wLth a key of three progressing backwards. Again it was mon o - alp habetic 
for each five letters of plain text and produces a periodicity of liiS. This type 
of system is easily broken. In addition, numbers are subjected to simple substi- 
tution prior to final encipherment by one step progression. 
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The second type of I.lLliiary Attache traffic dozens '.r: icd to us by 
AfbA. is called ;>ULG-1.

A rather large matrix 
was set up, any section inside of which could be used, in the size desired, and 
the beginning ana ending points of tijo matrix shown by coordinates. Inscription 
was by direct horizontals and transcriptions by keyod verticals.

they were generated. In. tills special study of the Polish diplomatic keys AFbA is

5. AfSA employees have studied tiie typing characteristics and have euro 
to tiie conclusion that in the group of 17 pads there appeared to be 
about 7 different typing aochanisus used. They based tlieir conclusion;; 
on tiie study of type fronts and peculiarities, digital frequencies, 
deltas and mistakes and corrections in the typing within and between 
pad pages. In this connection the mistakes and corrections arc 
primarily ones that were evidently token care of ni ter the page irac 
removed iron the machine. Tliere is no indication of strike averc any- 
where and tiiis strongly Iiints toward an elcctroxatic typing device. 

In the group of twenty-five pads, which arc sat up with ljO pages per pad 
and ono block per page, tliere has tiius far been no apparent delta significant „ 
noted. The AfbA technicians boliove tiiat at least five nd probably 7 different 
mechanisms were used to produce these twenty-five pads. Pages in this group re- 
apparent ly typed in groups of 2f» pages by 6 pads, in other words in groups cf x-JO 
pages. Those pages then were apparently super imposed, by niacin, one group of 
siieets on top of another and then cutting with a large knife so tiiat two different 
machines appear witliin the sa.oe pad. 

i'ou will recall teat it is in connection with these 1*0 pads tiiat Arlin, .Ua« 
Hall has requested the Bureau's Laboratory to examine the typing and other 
characteristics for possible identification and determination of how many di ffex-ent 
machines and what pages these machines appeal' to have prouuceu. ur uio ated

Reference is made to Bureau letter dated ’torch 3, 1943 con- 
cerning a survey recently made in the Laboratory for tlie period 
June through August, 1942 concerning traffic available from certain 
New York Consuls. It is noted that there are indications that no 
traffic was received from certain Consulates during this three-month 
period. 

From a review of the files of the Now York Field Division, 
there is no indication that the Bureau ever requested that traffic 
of certain of these Consulates be obtained, and other than the 
Spanish Consulate, it is not clear what the connection is botwoen 
the traffic of, for example, the Greek Consulate and the SPAfflP CASE. 
It is noted from a review of the New York files by Bureau letter 
dated August 31, 1942, under the caption CEhSGRSHIP, that the Bureau 
requested that the New York Office cease sending to the Laboratory 
the cable traffic of the Brasilian Consulate. By Bureau let tor of 
the same date, the Bureau requested that there be furnished the traf- 
fic of the Cuban Consulate. 

I no to that the Laboratory survey indicates that no messages 
were received at the laboratory emanating from the Spanish Consulate* 
This is rather impossible since there has been sent to the Laboratory 
daily, beginning April 17, 1942, all Spanish diplomatic traffic that 
could possibly bo obtained from the Radio and Cable Censorship at New 
York City. This, of course, includes the outgoing and incoming traf- 
fic of the Spanish Consulate. If no such traffic was received by the 
Bureau daring the three-month period survey, it is possible that 
there was no traffic emanating from tho Spanish Consulate at Loir 
York City.
